Paris. May 14.—A special edition 


of the newspaper La Franzc prints a 
telegram from St. -Petersburg reiter- 
ating the rumor that Port Arthur has 
fallen. 
The telegram adds the port 


fell after a fierce fight In which It 
is estimated that over ten thousand 
were .killed. The news was concealed 
in official circles, though a personal 
friend of the general staff reported it 
ami said there was consternation on 
the face of the government olllclals. 


Another Town 
Toklo, May 14.—Japanese occupied 


Kuan Llan San. sixty miles north of 
Feng Huang Cheng. 
Three hundred 


Russian cavalry were disposed, leav- 
ing one officer dead on the field. 


Late War News 
London, May 14.—A New Chwang 


correspondent of Reuters wires a ru- 
mor has reached there of an engage- 
ment between the Russian and Japa- 
nese forces near Llaoyang. Supplies 
are being rushed out of New Chwang 
nnd the Russian authorities are busy 
dismantling the gunboat Slvouch. The 
correspondents are threatened with 
expulsion. The Japanese troops con- 
tinue landing at Pitsewo and the rail- 
road Is cut again, seventeen miles of 
' track being torn up. The natives are 
growing more restless as the 
Rus- 


sians continue to move out. 


Large Army 
St. Petersburg, May 14.—The news- 
paper N'ovoe Vremya says a hundred 
thousand Japs with fifty 
thousand 


horses and 270 guns arc advancing 
against' Llaoyang. 
It believes tho 


Russians are retiring upon their base. 


Has-Port Arthur Fallen? 


London,- May 14.—A telegram from 


Paris says a rumor is current that 
Port Arthur has fallen and ten thous- 
and men were killed during tho en- 
gagement. 
It Is not confirmed. 
Japi on Hand 


Llao-Vang, May .14.—The 
advance 


guard'of the first Japanese army has 
appeared within fifty miles of 
this 


place, at a point six miles below Lien- 
Chen-Kuan, on the road to-Llao-Yang. 
but Is erecting strong fortifications. 
It Is not making any further advance. 
The Japanese movements were made 
with the greatest care. 


Much Skirmishing 


Chefoo, May 14.—Skirmishing Is re* 


.ported southeast of Hal-Cheng, from 
•which point the Japanese arc advnnc 
ing In force. It Is said tho Japanese 
divisions which are marching on that 
point will-reach their objective voday 
or Sunday. 
Reports here that tho 


Russians are withdrawing from Hal- 
Cheng, fearing they will be cut off, 
and the resistance there probably will 
be nominal. If there Is any resistance 
at all. No attack Is expected on Lino. 
Yang until the railroad 
has 
been 
cleared by the western column and It 
is ready to advance. 


The Japanese control of the Llao- 


Tung peninsula outside of Port Ar- 
thur Is complete, and reinforcements 
arc being rushed to the army which 
is Investing the Russian fortress. 
In- 


dications from private sources 
arc 


that General Ofu will himself com- 
mand the Investing force, which -is 
placed now at 25,000 men and which 
will, within three or four Hays, be 
increased to nearly -10,(100 men. 
It 


Is not believed the Russians 
have 


more than 15.000 men in Port Arthur, 
including the sailors from the licet. 
Japanese advices say that all 
the 


efforts to clear the Port Arthur chan- 
nel have been unavailing and that 
nothing larger than a torpedo boat 
destroyer can get out. The Japanese 
fleet -JH keeping close watch on tile 
port, and, In the event of the block- 
ade being removed, the 
Russians 


woul;l Hml themselves facing an over- 
whelming force. 


Seven Hundred Nuns 


Rome, May 14.—The Russian Catho- 


lic authorities have proposed and the 
Vatican has assented to the sending 
of 700 nuns to the scat of war to act 
as nurses. Tho £lcd Cross 
society 


nurses have proven Insufficient. 
Tho 


nuns who will go are for the most 
part those expelled from France. 


Net Far East 


St. Petersburg, May 14.—It is now 


reported that the czar will not go 'to 
the front, but, following the preced- 
ents of his ancestors In previous wars 
lie intends going as far as Irkutsk for 
a period, residing in the governor's 
palace. 


Concentrating Troops 


London. May 14.—The Daily-Mall's 


Constantinople correspondent

that Russia Is concentrating

just beyond the Caucasus.

Raiding Parties 
Seoul. Korea, May 14.—The raiding 


party of Cossacks and bandits which

As one military critic puts It: 
"If the Russians hold their ground 


at Llaoyang, while successive columns 
are placed In the ll'jld by tholr mobile 
enemy, who are working round them, 
far nnd wide, they run the most seri- 
ous risk of having their communica- 
tions cut behind thorn, and of Incur 
ring a disaster unparalleled slnca Se- 
dan; but If, on the other hand, their 
huge camp Id broken up, ?ncl thoy fall 
back to the north In time to foil the 
Japanese turning movements, thoy will 
abandon All of so'.ithern Manchuria, 
and will leave the n'lkado's forces to 
Intrench themselves up to the tooth 
across a strong line of defense in dy 
nastlc provinces, exactly JIB thoy nro 
pushing on their fortifications 
in 


.Corca." 


Movements of Japanese. 


Both tho first and -second Japanese 


armies arc In the Held In southern 
Manchuria, the former under 
Gen. 


Kurokl, the Intter under Gen. Oku. 
These commanders, nctlng In strict 
concert, are manipulating together a 
total force which can hardly be less 
than 150,000 men. 


It Is now probable that while tho 


Japanese were settling their grip upon 
Port Arthur and the Llaotung ponln- 
ruin they were making sensational 
demonstrations In this quarter partly 
for the purpose of distracting Russian 
attention from an even more extensive 
and dangerous movement Mint was go* 
Ing on In quite another direction.

Repeats Chinese War Tactics. 


The operations from Toakimhan are 


another repetition nf the strategy de- 
veloped In th« Chinese war ten years 
ago, nnd nothing In this unique strug- 
gle Ima been more astounding than 
the fnct that the Island power of t.ho 
far east 
IH 
deliberately employing 


against Russia, nnd up to the present 
moment with nutmatlc success, tho 
Identical methods employed against 
tho mandarins. 


In establishing contact with the 


first army near FcngwaniJiheng. Gen. 
Oku Is directing his main advance 
against Halchcug. which Is one of tho 
chief stations upon the Munchurlan 
railway, midway between the port of 
Newchwong and Gen. Kouropatkln'n 
hpadqiiartera. If the Japanese seize 
UI|H position once more, as In the war 
of 1804, they -vlll have secured a suc- 
cess of the greatest magnitude. Tho 
troaty port Itself will drop Into tholr 
possession. A hundred miles of Man- 
chtirlun railway down to Port .Arthur 
wilt conn- under their control In com- 
plete working order, and the way will 
be cleared for the third Japanese 
army to advance against Gen. Kouro- 
patkln's right. 


Meanwhile, Gon. Kurokl Is far from 


being Idle. 
As was foreseen, ho is 


now developing against tho enemy the 
most menacing of all invisible move- 
ments,

like to call attention to the old fable 
of Diogenes searching with his lighted 
lantern for-an honest man. 
By this 


1 do not mean that should Mr. Dio- 
genes of the modem day light his 
lantern in Janesvllie he would have 
to search long but that many'men 
llrmly believe matters are right be 
cause they do not wish to believe 
them wrong. 
Janesvllie Is no longer 


a village requiring village ordinances 
nnd requirements. 
During the past 


fifteen years the city of Janesvllle 
has become firmly placed upon the 
map of the factory cities of the state. 
The locations for such factories aro 
Ideal and manufacturers liave been 
quick to see them and locate here. 
Our growth has not been of the muslr 
room order but steady'and ever In- 
creasing. We are proud of our city 
and of the place It has gained In the 
world of business but still we close 
our eyes to many little matters that 
could be easily remedied. 


The Police Again. 


Since my' letter of Wednesday, 
liavc heard' much favorable comment 
on the plan I presented of having an 
office man at the clty'hall all the time 
to answer emergency calls. In other 
words to-havp one policeman In tho 
city where ho could • bo reached at 
any time of day or night by those 
who need him. Jnnesvlllo of fifteen 
years ago did not need an organized 
police force with rules and regula- 
tions. Janesvllie of fifteen years ago 
was an overgrown country village but 
the Janesvllie of today Is a far differ- 
ent city. Chief Hogan -and his force 
of police havo done wonderful work 
In protecting property and-preserving 
order with tho facilities at their dis- 
posal. What the city needs now la 
an organized police force to cope with 


• the. ever Increasing population that 
resist the laws as a matter of course. 
This stage comes to every city and It 
•would appear to me that Janesvllie 
has now reached It. 


Up to Council 


The matter Is up to tho council to 


act upon and from the recent talk 
with one of the aldermen Interested 
In city Improvement ho quite agreed 
with m e and approved the plan of 
more policemen and better organize 
tlon. Wlillc our present police arc 
willing and attend to their duty to 
the best of their ability they are not 
numerically suftlclcnt for the needs 
of the city and 'are not organised 
enough to cover the territory which 
should be dally and nightly attended 
to. 
Let the council consider this 


proposition carefully and act as be- 
fits men who have tho best Interests 
of the city at heart. 


The- Saloons. 


There Is before the Common coun- 


cil now a move to prevent the Issuing 
of liquor licenses for saloons in the 
district known as tho Five Points. 
'Such a move would bo beneficial to 
the whole city. After the discussion 
the other day I walked up through 
this district to see for myself what 
were the conditions. 
I met a little 


girl not over twelve who was carry- 
ing a pall of foaming beer to her 
home. 
She told me she purchased 
It at one of the three salmons and 
said there never was any objection 
to her getting her papa his beer, i 
saw numerous young fellows. some of 
them but boys Hint should have been 
In short clothes smoking pipes and 
sitting around tho saloons In ques- 
tion. If this condition existed on one 
'day by'a chance It would exist-every 
day. 


Mathcson Right. 


Alderman Mathcson Is right In his 


move to stop this work If possible. 
lie should be backed by tho entire 
council and there should be no hesi- 
tancy on the part of any alderman Ir- 
respective of party ties from voting 
against the continuation, of these "sink 
holes.". If we must havo saloons let 
us have them In the business district 
•whero they can he properly watched 
by the police and mado to conform 
with the law of Sunday doing. 


That Garbage 


That garbage ordinance- Hccms to 


have been long enough on the city 
books now to have had some begin- 
ning made In Its enforcement. 
If 


ordinances are to bo passed .by the 
council to please one member nnd 
then dropped Into oblivion, why pay 
for the printing of them In the dally 
paper? That's a wasteful use of elty 
money. If the ordinance Is not good, 
Is not lo he enforced by the city of- 
ficials who should do sn then defeat 
In the council is better than having a 
dead law on the books for future an- 
noyance.' 


Cleaning Up. 


The Influence of Health Officer Mor- 


ritt lias already made Itself felt and 
the general tone and appearance of 
the city is much bolter than It was 
several months ago. Thus far he is 
meeting with success In his enforce- 
ment of spring cleaning and with law 
back of him he should do well In the 
future.

Napoleon was not alone the. boldest strategist and the, most 


magnetic war leader of modern times,.but the most strenuous 
and untiring human working machine known to history. -Ho 
was a master in politics, a master in'statecraft,, a' master in 
government, a:id that, too, in an age rich in great men. Prince 
Jletternich in Austria, Talleyrand and Chateaubriand in 
France, Pitt and Fox in England, were his cotemporaries, and 
ho overtopped them all. . 


To Napoleon knowledge came as: an intuition. He was 


born to nothing, not oven a birthright in the realm he made 
magnificent and ruled magnificently. As an alien adventurer 
'he stood idling about tho king's palace when the red revolu- 
tionists forced Louis XVI. to put on tho liberty cap. 
That 


was the dawn of the Reigri of Terror. Two years later, at tho 
age of twenty-six, Napoleon nipped in tho bud a second terror 
by deluging the .rising[sections of Paris with canister. 
At 


thirty-five- ho put on "tho "crown of Charlemagne," his 
brothers and sis'tcra became kings and queens, and the sons of 
country tavern keepers, notaries and peasants were created 
marshals of the empire. His first wife was a West India 
creole, his second the daughter of tho oldest royal house in 
Europe. 


Napoleon was tho "armed apostle of democracy," the

When he came upon tho scene high birth was the key to honor ' 
and to fortune. 
With his sword he burst tho barriers and 


opened every career to the man with brains nnd courage. Tho 
subject of Napoleon \A not treated in this series as history nor 
as biography; neither in a spirit of eulogy nor condemnation.
